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Synopsis of the Great Euro-

pean Struggle

HISTORY Of WARRING NATIONS

From June 28, 1914, Up to the Pres-

ent Date

The European war has waged for
about six months and the probability
is that it will continue six more if
not longer. Page after page has been
devoted to. this great conflict for the
few months and it is almost impossible
for the erstwhile leader to get any
idea or conception of it. The writer
endeavors in about two columns to
give the more important details of
the struggle from the start up to the
present date.

On June 28th the Archduke Francis
Ferdinand, the heir to the Austrian
throne and his wife the Duchess of
Hohenberg were shot by a Servian stu-

dent at Bosnia and died very soon af-

terward. An attempt on the life of
the Archduke had been formerly made
but had failed. The Austrian govern-
ment immediately made careful in-

quiries in regard to the murder and
arrived at the decision that there were
bands of anarchists in Servia who had
designs on the Austrian government.

Austria immediately demanded that
those implicated in the killing of Fer-
dinand be severely punished and the
suppression of all similar societies in
Servia. This decree was issued on

July 23. As Servia did not sympa-
thize with Austria they immediately
commenced to mobilize troops. Rus-
sia and Montenegro followed suit on
the 2Gth of July. The Servians moved
their capital to Nish.

July 28th, just one month after the
death of Ferdiand, Austria declared
war on Servia and on the following
day invaded the country and shelled
Belgrade. Germany objected to the
mobilization of troops by Russia, the
Kaiser demanding that the Czar cease
immediately and martial law was pro-
claimed throughout Germany. On the
31st of July. The same date the stock
exchanges fearing a financial panic
closed throughout the world.

The first day of August Germany
declared war on Russia, the Czar en-

forcing martial law and France order-
ed the mobilization of troops, Italy de-

claring her neutrality. August 2nd the
Germans advanced on France through
the neutral country of Luxemburg,
Russia invading Fast Prussia. Ger-

many on the 3rd started three more
armies toward France, invading the
Belgium soil, this country being neu-

tral and thus breaking the neutrality
laws between the two countries.

Great Britain next appears on the
field on the 5th day of August, de-

manding that Germany immediately
withdrawhertroopsfrom Belgium. The
Kaiser refused and the countries de-

clared war, Germany then declaring
war on Belgium. The United States
proclaimed their neutrality. The
German attack was. successfully met
by the Belgians at Liege and they
were repulsed. On August Uh Austria--

Hungary boldly declared war on
Russia and on the same day the first
ship owned by England was sunk
probably by a German mine. On the
7th the Germans succeeded in enter-

ing Liege. The following day twenty
thousand English troops landed on the
French coast and Fiance invaded

capturing two cities.
The 10th of August France broke off

all diplomatic relations with Austria-- .

Hungary. By the 13th of the month
the German? had succeeded in captur-
ing three more Belgian towns, the
same day France and England declar-

ing war on Austria-Hungar-

It can easily be seen that by the
middle of Augu. the countries of Eu-

rope were all pitted against each oth-

er, the allies controlling more men,
money and materials than Germany
and Austria-Hungar- The general
opinion throughout the country world
was that the allies would soon quiet
their opponents.

Japan seemed to feel that they
might be interested in the struggle
and issued an ultimatum to Germany
demanding the complete withdrawal
of German warships from the Orient.
On the 17th of the month Belgium re-

moved their capital from Brussels to

Antwerp; meanwhile the battle be-

tween France and the Kaiser was

waging with great fierceness and the
French losses were very severe. Ser-

via had succeeded in putting the Aus-tria-

to route. On the 19th the Ger-

mans occupied Brussels, the former

capital of Belgium, and on the 21st
levied a tax on the city of Brussels

for $40,000,000; also a tax of $10,000,-00- 0

n the city of Liege. August 23rd

Japan declared war on Germany, the

Germans securing a victory in France
defeated inbadlyand were very

CLOSE VOTE ON PROHIBITION

The liquor interests have undoubt-

The prohibitionists, although de-

feated, gained a great deal of ground
when the question was brought before
the House of Representatives. The
proposal was to submit an amendment
to the Constitution for national pro-
hibition and was defeated after a ten-ho-

debate by a vote of 107 to 1S9.
A difference of but eight votes, how-

ever a two-third- s vote was necessary
to adopt it.

An amendment brought before the
house to give the states absolute con-
trol of the legislation under the pro-
posed amendment was voted down 179
to 32.

Interesting Interview on the Manu-

facture

A very interesting interview on the
manufacture of water gas was given
the writer by Mr. 11. H. Wagner, engi-
neer and secretary of the Gratiot Co.

(las Co.
The gas supplied by the local com-

pany is water gas which is the eoual
of coal gas more commonly used, but
is obtained by a much more difficult
and complicated process.

Coal gas is made from the fumes of
coal which are collected, scrubbed and
purified and the that re-

mains is called coke which' is simply
coal with the volatile matter taken
out. Coke is quite commonly used for
fuel, giving fully as much heat as coal.

The plant which is located here is
very large and excellently equip-
ped with large boilers, tanks, com-

pressors and various other machinery
which will help to produce water gas.

The coke is placed in the bottom of
a large generator and also in an upper
boiler of a large tank called a super-
heater. It is then heated to a temper-
ature of-14-

00 degrees and the space
between the two boilers is used for
consuming the gases. The fumes that
ari.e from the coke are called cirbon
dioxide and carbon monoxide. These
gases are obtained when the coke
breaks up. The heat from the gases
makes steam and the steam breaks up
into hydrogen and oxygon, which are
necessary for the composition ef water
g:1 Oil passes from large tanks into
the superheater and when mixed with
the other fumes forms a hydro carbon
gas. The mair rials necessary for the
manufacture of this gas are oil. steam
and coke.

The gas is taken from the super
heater to the hydraulic scrubber where
it is thoroughly cleaned and after this
process it goes to the storage tanks.
An immense tank which holds ('.(UK)

cubic feet of uncompressed gas and the
tank i so built that its size may be

adjusted by the amount of the gas in

the tank.
The gas from the storage tank

pa;-se- through another process where
all of the sulphur is removed from the
gas. This is done by having the gas
come in contact with iron oxide which
removes all of the sulphur and forms
iron sulphide.

From the purifier to the compressor
is the next process and this is done

merely so that the gas can be stored
in smaller volume. So thoroughly is
this done that :"000 cubic feet of un-

compressed gas will fill a tank which

ordinarily will hold .10,000 cubic feet of
compressed gas. i ne c ompression
takes all of the moisture out of the
gas. This - quite necessary because
if gas was sent from the tanks through
the pipes direct to the homes it would
be necessary to lay the pipes below
the frost line.

The gas that is stored in the tanks
contains a pressure of 80 pounds which
is greatly reduced before it is put into
actual use. It is easier to store gas
containing a high pressure than gas
containing low because the increase
squeezes all of the moisture out.

The gas then passes through what Is
called a governor where the pressure
is reduced from eighty pounds to ten
pounds and then through another gov-
ernor where it is reduced to two
pounds. From this last instrument it
is sent by pipes direct to the homes
where it is reduced from a pressure
of two pounds to two ounces. This
reduction is very essential as it would
be very dangerous to use gas if the
pressure was over two ounces.

The gas for St. Louis all goes out
under high pressure and the decreas-
ing of the pressure is done there. The
company expects to have lines run-

ning to Ithaca in a very short time.

Gentlemen of the Legislature:
In addressing the Michigan Legisla-

ture of 1913, I assumed that the best
interests of the State could be con-

served thrtniKh While
the three departments of overnnn nt,
the executive, the legislative and the
judicial are distinct, t hoy are not inde-
pendent; in other words they are so
inter-relate- that unity" of purpose
must be observed. At the same time
each department has its own impera-
tive duties, its own responsibilities.
Possibly there have been occasions in
tho past when members of the State
Legislatures have, against their own
best judgment, yielded to the wishes
of their constituency, expecting that
the Governor would correct, through
his veto power, errors they mk'ht be
persuaded to make. That precedent,
if It ever was a precedent,, is unwiso

v v 1, .i

islative action.

In the 1 91o session of the Michigan
legislature, I used the veto power
sparingly. The Kxectitive ()fllei was
always open to every member of the
Legislature and to every committee
for conference, in order that the best
interests of the State could be con-
served. In the present session of 19ir
I shall pursue the same plan, believing
that the citizenship of the State will
hold the Legislature, together with
the (loverror, responsible for the
sacred performance of their duties.
These duties are so clearly defined
that no public otliewil ran be excused
for going wide of the mark. The.
tendency of the jie is to expect alto-
gether too much of every legislative
bony, and uiider-estwuat- e the perform-
ance of the homely every day duties
of citizenship. As a result of this
tendency, too many laws ate put upon
our statute books. The
Ideal in quality not quantity. If by
some proees.s of sifting this Legisla-
ture could concentiate its forces upon
a few important measures, a b

step would be taken in the right
direction. Hy careful and consistent

of the Legislative and
Executive Departments, the f requeue--
of the Governor's veto can be reduced
to the minimum.

System of Enacting Laws.
I have already mailed to eery mem-

ber of the lire-sen- t Legislature a copy
of a plan for proposed changes in our
system of enacting laws. Hy adopting
the essentials of thu plan, this Legis-
lature can rediK-- the. quantity, and
greatly improve the quality of' our
statutory laws. This proposal will not
require additional legislation in order
to become operative. It can be accom-
plished by the adoption of a rule in
the Senate and House of Representa-
tives. It has. however, the advantage
of not Creating any new oflices nor
requiring any additional appropria-
tions. You will all agree that In the
making of laws a system should be de-
vised which will accomplish the fol-

lowing results: 'Accuracy of state-
ment; Himplicity of language; con-

sistency; not contradictory; brevity;
exclusive and Inclusive averments;
orderly arrangement; constitution-
ality. These ends are not attained In
our present system.

The maker of this plan suggests that
the Iegi'slature amend Its rule so as
to create a joint committee of arrange,
ment, phraheology and conformity.
Kvery bill as It passes the committee
of the whole In each honee should be
referred to this committee and exam-
ined as to Its validity, accuracy, con-

sistency, simplicity, brevity, orderly
arrangement, phraseology, et cetera.

TariiF law was in force and im-

ports of corn were assessed at a duty
of 15 cents a bushel, there were 2,007
bushels shipped into the country.
Wheat was protected by a duty of 2o
cents a bushel, the rjimber of bushels
imported for the month of July, 1913,
amounting to 1.018.

During the month of July, 1914, un-

der the Underwood Free Tariff Law,
with corn on the free list the imports
amounted to l,74,57;i bushels. With
wheat on the free list the imports for
the same month amounted to 4.1,159
bushels.

The quotation "Kvery cloud has a
silver lining," seems true in this case.
The war has, cut olT all shipments from
abroad and the farmers have been
given a monopoly on the sale of wheat
and corn in the country which has in-

creased the price to some extent.
